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Mr.  Chairnan,  Ladies  and  Gentlenen, 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I present  this  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Urban  District  of 
Dal ton-in-Pur ness  for  the  year  ending  31st  Decenber  1972.  The 
contents  and  layout  follow  the  requirements  of  the  Department 
of  Health  Circular  l/73. 

Comments  on  the  population,  births  and  deaths,  will  be  found 
in  the  text  of  the  Report,  but  briefly  births  were  the  lowest  for 
ten  years,  and  deaths  too,  were  well  below  the  recent  average.  Of 
the  male  deaths,  however,  once  again,  '[Qffo  were  due  to  cancer  of 
the  lung. 

Huch  interesting  information  on  the  health  of  a community 
can  be  gained  by  converting  totals  into  rates  per  1000  of  the 
population.  These,  when  corrected  to  bring  the  age-sex  structure 
into  line  x^ith  the  country  as  a whole,  permit  comparisons  betx-reen 
various  places.  It  so  happens  that  our  age-sex  distribution  is 
remarlxably  similar  to  that  for  England  and  Hales.

There  can  bo  few  places  where  the  local  and  national  rates 
compare  so  closely. 

The  year  was  exceptionally  busy  for  the  Health  Deioartment, 
X7ith  special  emphasis  on  the  improvement  of  older  properties,  as 
a result  of  the  gcnoroms  grants  now  available.  As  I said  last 
year,  it  is  far  cheaper,  and  in  human  terns  preferable,  to  give 
a house  a ''face  lift",  rather  than  demolish  it,  and  years  later 
redevelop  the  site  with  red  brick  or  concrete  "slcy  scrapers". 

Litter  is  an  increasing  problem  - not  ,iust  chip  bags  and 
cigarette  ends,  but  furniture,  motor  cars  televisions  and  other 
samples  of  an  affluent  throxf-axmy  society.  Hy  other  concern  these 
da3rs  is  noise.  Peonle  seem  to  need  constant  background  music, 
but  apart  from  that,  our  ears  are  assaulted  continually  by  noise, 
industrial,  domestic,  traffic  or  advertising.  L^e  shall  have  to 
decide  on  acceptable  noise  levels,  sooner  or  later,  and  treat 
offenders  as  xro  do  nox:,  for  air  or  food  pollution. 

IHiilst  throughput  at  the  slaughter  house  xj-as  less  than  in 
1971,  the  amount  of  poultry  iDrocessed  increased  draj'-iaticalls'’, 
from  2000  birds  last  year,  to  78,000  in  1972.  The  standards  found 
on  inspection  have  been  quite  satisfactory,  and  no  poxiltry  xras 
rejected  as  unfit. 

I aclcnoxfledge  x/itli  sincerity  the  continued  hard  work  of  my 
colleagues  in  the  field  of  public  health  and  preventive  medicine, 
and  thanlc  mem.bers  for  their  interest  in  our  xfork.

The  Urban  District  of  Dalton-in-Purness  is  situated  in  the 
North  "Western  part  of  the  County  of  Lancashire  adjoining  the  County 
Borough  of  Barrow- in-Purness  and  the  North  Lonsdale  Rural  District. 
Height  above  Ordnance  Datun  varies  beti.j-een  850  feet  in  the  north- 
east to  sea  level  in  the  xrest.

'/■hilst  at  164  the  nwiber  of  births  was  about  tho 
average  for  tho  past  tt-renty  years  or  so,  there  have 
been  wide  variations.  Tho  actual  nuubor  of  births 
is  of  nore  than  just  acadenic  interest.  It  should 
bo  considered  in  any  forward  planning.  It  affects 
the  nuriber  of  health  visitors  and  teachers  required, 
size  of  school  buildings  or  recreation  centres,  and 
if  we  xrant  to  look  reallxr  far  ahead,  housing  needs, 
shop  sales  etc.  etc. 

In  1905  there  were  334  births,  and  in  1906,  308. 

The  Annual  Report  for  1906  states  "tho  birth  rate 
is  the  loxfost  recorded  during  tho  last  twenty  years, 
and  there  appears  to  be  a steady  tendency  to  decline". 

ITow,  as  then,  the  birth  rate  is  again  declining, 
not  just  locally  but  nationally,  and  1973  will 
undoubtedly  show  an  even  greater  reduction.  The 
general  impression  is  that  we  are  approaching  the 
much  publicised  tvjo  child  family,  through  detemined 
faiaily  planning.

We  lost  three  babies  before  they  reached  their  first 
birthday.  This  is  sad  nox^s,  although  a thanlcful 
reduction  from  the  previous  year,  Txjo  of  tho  deaths 
occurod  xrithin  a fex7  days  of  birth,  the  other  x/as  an 
accidental  death  at  five  months. 


Although  in  1906  there  were  303  births,  45  of  these 
children  died  before  their  first  birthday; 


For  the  second  successive  year,  the  number  of  deaths

140.  Once  again,  the  most  frequent  ca.use  of  death 
T^as  diseases  of  tho  heart  and  blood  circulatory  system. 
But  once  again,  lOf'  of  male  deaths  xrore  duo  to  Cancer 
of  tho  Lung.  Apart  from  tho  throe  babies,  no  one  died

If  X7C  look  at  the  earlier  years  of  the  century,  then 
X'Xe  find  there  is  an  extraordinary  difference  in  the 
causes-  of  death.  In  1901,  for  example,  of  220  deaths, 
84  xrere  unclassified,  25  due  to  infectious  diseases, 

21  due  to  tuberculosis,  11  to  cancer,  12  to  premnture 
birth,  9 to  .accidents,  and  only  7 to  heart  disease.

Clinics 


There  is  a largo  but  ancient  Cou.nty  Council  Clinic  at  the 
entrance  to  Doudales,  Here,  a professional  and  clerical 
staff  provide  a full  range  of  services  for  the  care  of 
expectant  nothers,  babies  and  school  children,  including 
cervical  cytology,  dentistry,  child  health  observation  and 
advice,  sioeoch  therapy  and  ophthalnology. 

A satellite  Child  Health  Clinic  is  held  at 

Church  Hall,  Luke  Street,  Askan- in-Furness , on  the 
First  and  Third  Monday  in  each  nonth,  2 - Apr’’. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  bacteriological  exanination  of  milk  and  xmter  sanples, 
as  xj-ell  as  of  specimens  of  faeces,  etc,  from  individual 
patients,  is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Labora.tory, 
Preston.  Chenical  analyses  of  milk  and  water  are  performed 
by  the  Countj/  Analyst,

Fully  equipped  anbulances  are  stationed  at  Ulverston  and 
Grange-over-Sands .

The  Lancashire  County  Council  has  a full  staff  of  Health 
Visitors,  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Social  Workers  and 
Hone  Helps,  who  look  after  the  health  and  welfare  of 
people  in  their  own  hones.

The  high  nunber  of  cases  of  neasles  notified  is  disax:)nointing, 
after  five  years  during  which  a protection  vaccine  has  been  offered. 

The  acceptance  rate  is  far  too  low,  and  I xvonder  whether  parents  have 
the  inxDression  that  neasles  is  just  an  inevitable  fleeting  misfortune 
of  childhood.  This  is  not  so:  it  has  a definite  r’ortality,  and  can 
leave  children  with  permanent  ear,  eye  or  brain  damage. 

Nevertheless  the  whole  picture  of  Infectious  Diseases  has  changed 
within  living  memory.  The  'xiddle-aged  ca.n  recall  the  horrors  of 
Diphtheria,  the  full  tuberculous  sanatoria,  and  the  maroon-coloured 
fever  ambulance  taking  tearful  jz-ouiigsters  with  scarlet  fever  or  whooping 
cough  away  to  the  isolation  hos2:)ital.  The  elderly  can  recall  endemic 
typhoid,  erysipelas,  and  smallpox. 

In  1896  there  were  11  cases  of  smallpox:  but  the  1906  notif ica,tion3

Vaccination  and  Imraunisation 


Under  the  Fa.tional  Health  Service  a comprehensive  free  service 
for  immunisation  and  vaccination  is  available.  At  present, 
protection  is  offered  against  diphtheria,  >7hooping  cough,  tetanus, 
poliomyelitis  and  measles,  at  school  clinics,  child  health  centres, 
a,nd  by  most  general  nodical  practitioners.

The  sewa.ge  fron  Askan  is 
passed  through  screening  ta.nks  and  the  effluent  discharged  to  the 
Duddon  estuary.  The  Dalton  systen  is  grossly  overloaded  and  the 
Aslcan  systen  is  far  below  nodern  stando.rds,  Sexmge  fron  the  hajalet 
of  I'Tevjrton  passes  through  a settlenent  tanlc,  the  effluent  being 
discharged  to  a strean,  Ple.ns  have  been  prepared  by  Consultant 
Engineers  for  the  iaprovenent  of  both  the  Dalton  and  Askan  systens, 
as  well  as  plans  for  the  Uniting  up  of  the  Uewton  Sewerage  with  the 
Barrow  Corporation  systen,  Lindal  and  hartin  have  nodern  sewage 
disposal  plant  where  ftill  treatnent  is  given  before  discharging 
the  effluent  to  nearby  streans.  During  the  year  nuch  of  the 
sewerage  pixoing  was  renexfcd  in  the  Askan  area  and  inprovenents 
were  nade  to  the  draiimge  of  surface  wa.ter. 

2 houses  have  privy  niddens  and  another  1 has  a pail  closet, 
the  renainder  being  on  the  water  carriage  systen.
